China’s Struggle 


In the last six months people in 
Europe, absorbed by cares for our 
own safety, have been inclined to 
forget what is happening in China. 
Comforting themselves with the as- 
surance that “anyway China will 
win in the end” they forget the price 
she Is paying. Recently, for instance, 
Japanese bombing planes raided 
Chungking, the present seat of the 
:Chinese Government. As o result of 
‘those two ralds it is reliably estl- 
muted that between 4,000 and 5,000 
people were killed and wounded. 
Such a total of casualties far out-~ 
docs the worst that ever happened in 
Barcelona. Yet that is the result of 
two days in one city in a country as 
large as Europe which hos already 
been devastated by war for nearly 
two years, It is not possible for 
people in Europe to feel us keenly 
about’ each incident In the Chinese 
war as they would, say, about a 
mining disaster. in a neighbouring 
town. The Chinese themselves urge 
everyone to take ou “long view" and 
point to the nlmost {nexhaustible re- 
servoir of men in their own country. 
But neither the natural Imlts of hu- 
man sympathy nor the comfort of a 
philosophy. allen to our way of think- 
Ing can alter the facts. Morally it 
may not be worse for the Japanese 
to kill a thousand Chinese In an un- 
just war than’ a hundred or one; the 
evil lies in the war itself. In prac- 
tlee, however, we are forced to Judge

Cause For Anxicty 


Late this afternoon it was not 
denied by the Admiralty that the 
position of the entombed men gave

It was learned at the Admiralty 
that the front part of the Thetis was 
flooded and that the forward Davis 
escape hatch was out of action. 

The four men who came up used 
the after hatch, 

As soon as the heads of the escaped 
men bobbed above the surface, boats 
manned, by bluejackets raced to the 
scene and transferred the rescued 
men to'a waiting destroyer. 

Meanwhile warships and = rescue 
ships of all kinds continue to circle 
the submarine.

KIMMING: along the sur- 
face of;the China Seas, 
21 miles yiurth of Wei-hai- 
wei, the Byitish submarine 
Poseidon’prepared to fire a 
torpedo.’ She was carrying 
out exercises. It was June 
9, 1931. ; 
. She was a superb craft. The 


trained skill of shipwrights in 
Barrow had’ fashioned: her 


gleaming sides, her blunt nose,. 


her conning tower that cut 
through the waters. Her 260 
feet of length. carried cight 21- 
inch torpedo tubes: six for'’ard 
and two aft. A single 4-inch 
gun dominated her deck when 
she was afloat and was lowered 
below when she sank. She 
could make 1714 knots on the 
surface, 104 submerged. 
‘displaced 1,670 tons on the sur- 
face, 2,040 submerged. 


She'-was a fine ship. She was a 
happy ship. One of her seamen had

Disasters to submarines of the 
Noyal Wavy since the Great War 
have taken a toll ‘of 218 Ilves. 

The fall Ust ts ns follows: 

Submarine L-24 sunk off Port- 
land on January 10, 1924, In colli- 
sion wih the battleship Resolute, 
with a loss of 48 lives, 

Submarine M-1 sunk In colll- 
slon {n tho English Channel on 
November 11, 1925. Dead totalled 


69, 

Submarine H-4% in colliston 
with sister submarine L-12 on 
July 9, 192), when 21 were fost. 

Submarine Poseldon sunk 
collision with Chinese steamer 
Yuta off Weihaiwel on June 9, 
1931, with a loss of 20 Iives. This 
was the first occasion when the 
Davis escape apparatus was suc- 
cessfully used.

Friendship 


‘ Berlin, June 2. 

It is understood that Herr Hitler 
and the German Foreign Minister 
have both assured Prince Paul, Ne- 
gent of Yuro-Slavia, ‘that the forth- 
coming political discussions for an 
allinnce between Germany and Italy 
does not mean war-and that Ger- 
many firmly _ belicves that most 
European problems are not incapuble 
of peuceful tettlement. 


The forthcoming conversntlons are 
scheduled to exhaustively survey the 
entire field of politfeal, military and 
economic questions. 


Althougty German 
leaders ure expected to do thelr 
utmost to strengthen Yuryto-Shiv 
adherence to the Axis and to ensure 
that Prince Paul will not enter into 
negotintions with the democracies, 
well informed cireles state that np 
actual alliance will result from 
“Prince Paul's visit to Germuny. 


German leaders are obviously en- 
deavouring to convince the Prince, 
not only .of the potency of Ger- 
many's friendship, but also of the 
strength of the German military
